THE KERALA HANDLOOM WORKERS WELFARE FUND (SECOND 

AMENDMENT) BILL , 2007 


BILL 
further to amend the Kerala Handloom Workers Welfare Fund Act, 1989. 

Preamble. — WHEREAS , it is expedient further to amend the Kerala Handloom 
Workers Welfare Fund Act, 1989 for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Fifty -eighth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement. — ( 1 ) This Act may be called the 
Kerala Handloom Workers Welfare Fund (Second Amendment) Act , 2007 . 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of April 2007. 

2 . Amendment of section 25. — In the Kerala Handloom Workers Welfare 
Fund Act, 1989 ( 2 of 1989), in sub - section (1 ) of section 25 , for the words “before 
the end of July every year ” , the words “ before the end of December every year” 
shall be substituted . 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
As per sub - section ( 1 ) of section 25 of the Kerala Handloom Workers 
Welfare Fund Act, 1989 it is provided that the annual report and audited 
statement of accounts of the Kerala Handloom Workers Welfare Fund Board shall 
be submitted to the Government before the end of July every year. Since the 
receipts of the Board is accepted in various District Co -operative Banks of Kerala , 
the existing time limit is not adequate for the preparation and submission of 
audited accounts to the Government after approval by the Board . So , the Kerala 
Handloom Workers Welfare Fund Board had requested the Government to fix 
the time limit at the end of December . The Government have approved the 
proposal and decided to amend the said section of the Act . 

The Bill seeks to achieve the above object. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill , if enacted and brought into operation , would not involve any 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State .
